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KxSxC: How did the band started out? 

ATW: Cem used to sing for a metalcore band, I have met him at one of his shows. We became friends and a year passed, 
when we were at Cevahir shopping mall (Istanbul turkey) , we decided to form a hardcore band. 

Our first thought was to make songs together, not as a band. However, few months laters, we found the 
other members and that’s how Across The Wall formed. 


KxSxC: How do you guys come up with regards to planning for the band? 

ATW: Most of the time, me and the other guitarist write riffs and songs, then we show it to the band. 

Later we come together and make changes, that’s how we come up with a song. For other plans, 
we come together at rehearsals and talk about what is our goal, what are we going to do etc. 


KxSxC: Who is your main influences or inspiration in the music scene? 

ATW: From the very first day, Nasty was our biggest inspiration. Our music doesn’t sound like Nasty though 
but still Nasty is our biggest inspiration. We even play a song by Nasty at our live performances. 

Other influences and inspirations are Rise of the Northstar, Terror, The Ghost Inside, 

and some deathcore bands like Suicide Silence. That’s why our sound is different than other hardcore bands.

Currently comprises in different locations in Korondal, Tampakan, Tupi, Polomolok and General Santos City. The crews 
are sharing ideas about the lifestyle of hardcore punk and updating the new underground bands from different states. 

The group seen several times skating 
in Public Plaza or in abandoned establishments where they brought their D.I.Y ramps and rails with them.

The S.C.C is considered as one of the most active and hype crews when it comes to hardcore-punk scenes in southern 
part of the Philippines. Their lyrics is more on being Brotherhood, against establishmentarianism, authoritarianism, 
anti-racism and political views. Their local bands started their own record labels and tours in different cities to promote 
positive mental attitude, strengthen the camaraderie and bring the life of hardcore-punk scenes in South Cotabato.

We are inspired by different styles of music, varying from So-Cal punk 
rock to modern hardcore and from old school NY hardcore to metallic 
hardcore.

The hardest period was in the end of 2013 when we decided to call it quits a couple of months later. 

We have hard moments in every 
tour, because as you may know, being away from your loved ones and travelling hundreds of miles every day 
is tough sometimes. There’s too many pros in this thing called full time hardcore band, though, that, 
personally, I feel blessed in being a part of it.
